LONDON, April 25.—Italian resid- 
ents of London took part in a demon- 
stration before the Italian embassy 
this afternoon to express the sentiment 
of loyalty and solidarity of the Italians 
in England to their government and 
country in the present crisis. 

The demonstration, preceded by 
flags and bands, marched to the em- 
bassy, where, after an address by the 
president of the Italian Chamber of 
Commerce, a deputation was received 
by the charge d'affairs, who promised 
the Premier Orlando would be ap- 
praised of the demonstration. 


May Use Other Ports 

PARIS, April 26.—If the differences 
with Italy should make it undesirable 
to use Trieste and other Adriatic ports 
in supplying food to the Italians as 
well as to the Jugo-Slavs and other 
peoples in Central Europe, the food 
control beard is prepared to divert 
the food from the Mediterrannean 
to the ports of Rotterdam, Bremen, 
Hamburg and Danzig. From these 
ports,the food would be sent by rail 
to the peoples now being supplied 
through the Adriatic. 

Feeling Strong Against U.S. 

PARIS, April 25.—-A United States 
officer who arrived here today from 
Rome, says the feeling against United 
States citizens in Rome is very bitter. 
He asserts that he was asked to leave 
Nome cafes, because, the proprietors 
said, Italian officers declined to eat in 
the same places with United States 
citizens.

LEVIATHIAN 
MISSES MINE BY 
ONLY TEN YDS. 


Giant American Troopship with 
12,000 Men Has Narrow 
Escape off Nfld. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—The giant 
troopship Leviathian, with 12,000 
soldiers, the last of six transports to 
arrive here today bringing 22,972 
men, missed a mine by only 30 feet 
while off the Grand Banks of New- 
foundland Tuesday morning, her of- 
ficers reported when she docked to- 
night. 

The officers of the ship said the 
Leviathian had been warned to look 
out for a floating mine the day be- 
fore by the transport Mount Vernon, 
which had preceded them. On re- 
ceipt of the radio warning, the course 
of the ship was changed and she 
sailed nearly one hundred miles to 
the southward of the location of the 
mine as given by the other transport. 

The floating infernal machine was 
sighted, the officers said, at 10:40 
am. by Lieut.-Commander Harold 
Cunningham, who was on the bridge, 
dead ahead of the transport. Quick

BERLIN, Thursday, April 24.— 
The German newspapers are at- 
tentively following the Italian 
crisis in Paris. Of the situation, 
the Vossische Zeitung says: “It 
is Great Britain’s aim to Balkanize 
Europe and split up its forces.” 

The Tageblatt says: “It is not 
Italian egoism alone that is to 
blame for the conflict, but the 
egoistic spirit which insires all 
the peacemakers.”

Editorial Comment of the Italian 
Press Is Strong for the 
Government 


ROME, April 25.—The reply of 
Premier Orlando to President Wilson 
apparently has made a deep impres- 
sion on the Italian press, and much 
editorial comment is made. 

The Popolo Romano says: 

“Italy replies as one man to her 
king and her government, who de- 
mand an unswerving tenacity their 
sacred and impregnable national 
rights.” 

After describing the premier’s reply 
as a proud and thrilling document, 
the Corriere d'Italia says: 

“The American people cannot be in 
agreement with a man who so haught- 
ily arrogates to himself the right to 
decide the fate of Europe against the 
desires of its governments and its 
peoples.” 

The idea Naxionale declares that 
not one Italian would dare to sign a 
peace as proposed by President Wiisun. 
The Idea considers that President Wil- 
son has, perhaps, irremeédiably Jeopar- 
dized the peace of the world. 

The newspapers announce that pat- 
riotic societies are urging the Italian 
people to address an appeal to the 
American people and the United States 
senate and house of representatives,

Disturbance Takes Place at In- 
verness, Scotland, Says 
London Dispatch 


LONDON, April 25.—A’ despatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph Company 
from Inverness, Scotland, reports that 
United States seamen engaged in 
minesweeping operations came into 
conflict with the local police tonight, 
the disturbance lasting two hours. A 
large number of United States sailors 
gathered near the town hall, and when 
they were requested to move on, rush- 
ed the police. United States pickets 
appear to have backed up the sllors. 
One constable had his head badly 
smashed by the baton, it is alleged, 
of one of the pickets. 

Several free fights occurred between 
the United States sailors and civilians 
and a number of the latter were hurt. 
Some shopkeepers, fearing a general 


riot, put up the shutters of their 
stores, Two or three arrests were 
made.

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OTTAWA, April 25.—The debate on 
the bill to incorporate the Canadian 
National Railways company flared up 
vigorously in the House this evening 
and the remarks of the speakers were 
characterized by considerable vigor 
and feeling. 

In the evening Sir Thomas White 
vigorously criticized the Opposition, 
and accused members to the left of the 
speaker of being enemies of public 
ownership of railways. 

Criticism of the bill which aroused 
the Ire of the acting prime minister 
was directed to clause 20. This clause 
provides for an extension of ‘two and 
five years in the time for the com- 
mencement and completion of lines 
which any of the companies comprised 
in the Canadian Northern system 
where authorized to construct previous 
to the beginning of the war, ‘ 

Gives Power For 

Mr. Lemieux declared that this 
clause gave the vated A power to 
enter upon a carnival of toad building 
which might bring the country to the 
verge of poverty. ‘ ‘The ‘country; ‘he 
said, should be told what. lines, 
branch or subsidary, were going to be 
gone on with before htey consented 
to’ this extension of time, for their 
construction. ‘Not alIthe ‘lines which 
the Canadian Northen management 
had proposed to construct should be 
carried through by the government. 

As an indication of the expenditure 
which might result from government 
controf of the C.N.R., Mr. Lemieux 
said that he had seen a news item 
which stated that the minister of rail- 
ways was considering electrifying cer- 
tain portions of the line, 

H. A. Mackle Opposes, 

H. A. MacKie of East Edmonton, 
said he was opposed to clause 20. The 
House, he said, was asked to con- 
sider the renewal of 44 charters with- 
out the assistance of solicitors or a 
railway man. In his opinion, the 
character of the bill had been changed 
and too many old C.N.R. men were 
in evidence at the present time. 

Speaking again at a late hour, Mr. 
McKenzie frankly declared that if he 
had his way the government would 
not have tue C.N.R. at all. But now 
there was nothing to do but to make 
the best of it. There was not a man 
in the west, he said, “who wanted the 
road handicapped by the baggage of 
Mackenzie and Mann,” 

Hon. J. A. Calder assured the house 
that insofar as the C.N.R. proposed 
lines in Saskatchewan are concerned, 
it is absolutely necessary that the 
charters should be renewed. 

Reviving Dead Charters 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux said that 
under clause 20, parliament was reviv- 
ing 44 charters which were dead and 
buried. The government should not 
take a bianket charter so as to prevent 
western provinces from developing 
railway construction when the govern- 
ment has not the means, with the ob- 
ligations which it has on its shoulders, 
to implement constructton. Pj 

Mr. Lemieux declared that he was 
not an advocate nor champion of priv- 


ate interests in t he House and during |, 


the 24 years he had been a member 
he had never championed private 
against public interest. 

Launch on Dangerous Policy 

“I say the policy of the govern- 
ment is a dangerous policy,” Mr. Lem- 
feux concluded. ‘You are launching 
the country into a gulf from which 
it may not emerge. Today it ia the 
receivership of one of our big railways. 
Later on it may be the receivership of 
Canada. A country may us well be 
lost through economic efforts and the 
Policy of its statesmen as it may be 
lost on the field of battle. When this 
country can get no more credit to back 
ite undertakings, I say ‘God help Can- 
ada, God save Canada.’ 

“We are indebted to the {nconcely- 
able amount of two billion dollars. 
The credit of our country is held in 
the balance. He (Sir Thomas White) 
knows that the eyes of the world, 
where we have dealings, where we 
have lauched loan after loan, are fixed 
on Canada, and yet he speaks of faith 
and hope. I have faith and hope, but 
I would like to have a little common 
sense with my faith and my hope.” 

Who Owns Land? Is Asked 

At 12.30 a.m., while the House was 
still in committee on clause 20 of the 
bill, Hon, Jacques Bureau created 
somewhat of a sensation by asking 
the government who owned the town- 
sites along the railway branch lines. 

“Tt is said,” Mr, Bureau declared, 
“that Mackenzie and Mann own the 
property alongside these lines of 
which the clause seeks to reyive the 
charters, and that the object is two- 
fold—-one, to induce the electors along 
the lines to support the minister of 
immigration and colonization, and, 
two, to allow Mcckenzie and Mann to 
speculate on lands along the lines,” 

Hon. Dr. Reid-——I do not know who 
holds the land.

GERMANS ARE 
AT VERSAILLES 


C.N.R. Given Power to Enter on| Met at Station by Colonel Henry 


and Escorted to Reservoir 
Hotel 


PARTY CAME QUIETLY 


Acting Premier Repliess Saying|Begin in Afternoon to Make Ar- 


rangements for Arrival of 
Main Body 


PARIS, April 25 (Associated Press). 
—The first of the Germans who are to 
participate in the Versailles congress 
arrived at Versailles today, in two 
parties. 

The first group, consisting of three 
official couriers, arrived early in the 
day, and the second, headed by Herr 
Lerzner, came later. They were es- 
corted to the Hotel Reservoir. 


The Germans were met at the sta- | * te 


tion by Col. Henry, of the war com- 
missary, and M. Oudaille, of the min- 
istry of the interior, who were dele- 
gated by the foreign office to take 
charge of the German represe:itatives. 

The augumentation in numbers of 
the delegation above the anticipation 
made it necessary to secure additional 
quarters, and a second hostelry, the 
Hotel Vatel, probably will be requis- 
{tioned for the telegraphers, news- 
paper correspondents, and other at- 
tavhes of the Teuton mission. 

Party Came Quietly 

The arrival of Lerzner and his party 
was so quietly arranged that few, if 
any, persons in the village, except the 
carefully selected forces of hotel at- 
tendants, were aware even in the af- 
ternoon of their presence. 

Herr Lerzner and his party imme- 
diately went to their rooms on ar- 
riving and had breakfast served to 
them from the hotel kitchen by the 
hotel servants. 

This fact answered a question over 
which the French newspapermen have 
been concerned—-whether the Germans 
were expected to bring their -ewn 
food to Versailles. It is now under- 
stood that they will have their own 
bills of fares on the same footing as 
the other peace delegates. 

The Germans ,remained in_ their 
rooms during the morning, but com- 
menced this afternoon to make the 
preliminary arrangements for the ar- 
rival of the main delegation. This 
probably will be May ist, although 
the date has not been finally deter- 
mined. : 

The German delegation will be al- 
lowed to use code in communicating 
with Germany and will have direct 
telephonic connections. 

The Germans will also be allowed 
to.use couriers, who will enjoy full dip- 
lomatic immunity.

The above discounts were fixed at 


a special meeting of Council called on 
Friday evening, and they mean that 
people can pay their taxes or estimated 
itaxes before they receive the tax notice 
for the year, and thue secure the full 
discount, as Council cannot give more 
than 10 per cent. in any case. 

The discounts cover taxes on land 
and improvements, business or in- 
come, and a person can estimate what 
these taxes are likely to amount to 
this year, or go to the city assessor 
and ask for an estimate, and then 
tender payment on the ammount named 
and receive discounts as specified for 
the ‘different periods in which the 
payment is made, 

This giving of discount on taxes 
paid in advance is according to the 
charter amendment of this year which 
provides that—

Hereditary ‘‘fitles Should Go 
When Holders Die 


OTTAWA, April 256—W. F. Nickle, 
Kingston, the mover in the house of 
the resolution on titles which resulted 
in the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to consider the question, was 
named chairman of the committee at 
the first meeting, Friday morning. He 
stated that the prime minister was 
anxious that the committee should 
make a report to the house as soon 
as possible. 

E. W. Nesbitt observed that there 
would be no object In calling witnes 
ses. 


“Unless,” observed Mr. J. H. 8in 
clair, ‘‘we call the men who have 
titles und ask what they paid for 
them.” 


It was unanimously agreed to re- 
commend that hereditary titles in 
Canada should cease on the death of 
the present holders of such titles, Tt 
was recognized that the machinery 
by which this would be brought about 
would have to be left to his majesiy 
and the imperial authorities. 

Col, Peck referred to the question 
of the giving of titles to men whw 
have served with distinction in the 
army. He pointed out that a num- 
ber of military men have aiready beén 
honored and that others equally de- 
that they have 
been unfairly treated if they are not 
similarly awarded. 

Mr. McMaster, while recognizing 
the force of Col. Peck’s remarks, ob- 
served that the creating of a military 
aristocracy should be avoided. The 
titles would go to the men of higher 
rank while those of lower rank who 
have given equal meritorious service 
would be overiovked.

JAM GOING UP. 


Better get in your stock of jam 
for the summer now folks, because 
the jam manufacturers tell us it’s 
going to cost more soon. An in- 
crease of ten. cents on a four 
pound pail is the least. wo may 
expect on strawberry, black cur- 
rant and raspberry. There is said 
to exist a world shortage in these 
fruits, and the fact that producers 
are demanding more money ‘for 
their product and that wages are 
higher in the canneries is consid- 
ered justification for the predic- 
tion that the consumer will be 
called upon to pay more. 

It is interesting to note in this 
connection that a big eastern jam 
factory recently purchased in Brit- 
ish Columbia two hundred tons of 
the 1919 raspberry and strawberry 
crop. This will all be shipped to 
the Niagara district where the 
cannery is located ,and a consider- 
able proportion of it will come 
back to the west to be sold here in 
the form of jam. 

It is also stated that there will 
be an increase in the price of fruit 
peels of which there {s a serious 
world shortage. The supply of 
citron is said not ‘to exceed 800 
tons, which is away below normal, 
This will driye the price up but it 
is believed that by next year the 
supply will have increased and the 
price will be lower.

Tonight in Calgary the great 
verbal battle takes piace, Without 
a doubt tho mecting wijl be onc 
of the m%st momentos sporting 
events that bas ever taken place 
in Western Canada, and upon 
the decision taken there depends 
the future of athletics in this 
province, 

The government of = sport 
should without a doubt, be demo- 


cradc, Now in pursult of that 
thought, let us consider who will 
do the talking at Calgary tonight 
and who will, in all prot hitity, 
have no voice in the decision. 


During the war tie nity 
of athletes have been Cas, 
How many have returi ? If 
the percentage of athletes who 


have returned be the same as the 
rank and file of the army, who 
have returned, then the majority 
of athletes are still oversens. 
These men will have no voice 
in the decision to be made tb- 
night. Later in the summer they 
will return and find a set of new 
rules ready made for them And 
by these rules they must abide, 
Will they? 

Again, what representation and 
what voice will the country dis- 
tricts of the province have at the 
meeting? From present a r- 
ance they are belng left strictly 
out in the cold, WIL they abide 
by the decision tn which they 
had no voice? If they do not 
then there will be confusion un- 
controllable in the province, 

Anw now as to the people who 
will do the talking at Calgary. 
True, they are elected by mect- 
ings of athletes who are in the 
province, but to what extent docs 
their election authorize them to 
mike a decision such as will be 
made at Calgary tonight? Have 
the rank and file of the athletes 
in the province been given an 
opportunity to express their opin- 
fon definitely on the one question 
of the amateur ruling? This de- 
cision is the most serious sport 
question that it is possible to 
bring before any meeting and yet 
the meeting tonight can in no 
sense be considered fully repre- 
resentative of the athletes in Al- 
berta. 

Sports in the public schools of 
the city are in full swing. Base- 
ball leagues for both boys and 
girls abound and every week & 
number of games are scheduled. 

Few citizens in Eémonton and 
certainly not one of the men who 
make the promotion of athletics 
their hobby realize the extent of 
these leagues nor the hold they 
have on the smaller boys of the 
city, These leagues which are 
organized and managed by the tea- 
chers of the schools provide 
sports for thousands of young- 
sters who would otherwise find 
amusement and mischief on the 
streets, It is here that future ath- 
letics and champions are initiated 
into manly games and upon their 
training at this stage that their 
conduct in after Hfe will to a 
considerable extent depend, 

Every school has a play ground 
but unfortunately these play 
rrounds are not always suitable 
for organized sports, Tt should 
be a point of especial importance 
with the school board that ample 
playing ground for all kinds wf 
organized games are provided, 

In this connection it might be 
well for the achool board to 
thoroughly consider the value of 
the Boyle street grounds before 
deciding to crect a building there- 
on, The Boyle street grounds is 
the main centre for school boy 
and employed boy athletics in the 
clty. One third of the child popu- 
lation of the city live in the area 


surrounding the Boyle street 
ground, Possibly the Children's 
Ald department and juvenile 


courts could give the school board 
some good information as to the 
value of this playground in con- 
nection with their work. 

The importance of the school- 
boy and schoolgirl athictias can- 
not be exaggerated, “You cannot 
have an Al nation with a C3 popu- 
lation” sald a statesman in Eng- 
lang during the crisis of the war. 
The way to have an A1 population 
and an Af nation is to look after 
the physical as well as the“men- 
tal deyelopment of the children,

HAS RETURNED 


Such Action 


Fred Mitchell, of the Cubs, has found 
many supporters in his move to have 
the foul fly eliminated from baseball, 
but he has found Umpire Hank O'Day 
strongly opposed to the change when 
|}they met recently at the meeting of 
|the American Association at the Hotel 
Sherman, They argued the question 
pro and con for nearly an hour. When 
|they finished Mitchell had failed to 
convince O'Day that the rule ought to 
|} be abolished and the latted failed to 
change Mitchell's mind on the sub- 
ject. ‘ 

“Let the rules alone, They are ail 
right the way they stand.”’ said O'Day 
“If you eliminate the foul fly you are 
taking away from baseball one of the 
thrilling features of the game.” 

Fans Want Ban on Foul Fly 

“I grant you that,’ answered Mit- 
chell, “but fans have been asking for 
more action in baseball, and I figure 
that by cutting out the foul fly you 
can jsive it to teem, My contention is 
jthat a batter should be retired run- 
ning. He is stationary, or it amounts 
|to the same thing, when he is called 
out on a foul fly. Fane do not like to 
see men go out on fouls, Take #& 
close game, for instance. If a club 
has a chance to win a game in the 
closing innings and the batter fouls 
to the catcher, the fans go home dis- 
satisfied. Had the batter driven out 
a long fly or hit the ball to the in- 
field they would have felt better be- 
cause they would have seen some ac- 
tion on the play.” 

“You want to give the batter an- 
other chance to hit when he fails to 
connect squarely with the ball,” re- 
| sponded O'Day. “If he fouls out it is 
lusually because he strikes at a bad 
ball. You do not want to give the 
pitcher credit. How do you know it 
is going to bé a foul when it goes up 
in the alr? At the Cub park a ball 
lig Nkély to start foul and land fair 
because of the strong winds that blow 
up there, In that event the umpire 
imust wait until the ball lands,” 

It Would Increase Hitting 

‘fans have been crying for more 
hitting for years,” declared Mitchell. 
“You can give it to them by abolish- 
ing the foul fly. Often in a ball game 
}as many as eight or ten “batters will 
be retired on litle pop {pul files to 
the catcher, especially if the pitcher 
has a hop on his fast ball, That makes 
an uninteresting game for the espec- 
tators. If he were not retired on balls 
of that kind he would have a chance 
to hit into fair territory and give peo- 
ple the action they expect to see when 
they go to the ball park.” 

“Don't blame the lack of hitting on 
the foul fly rule,” answered O'Daye 
“The players are to blame themselves. 
The~hitters are not there; that's all 
there is to that. You know that your- 
self, There are many thrilling plays 
connected with the foul fly, Catchers 
third and first basemen often take the 
\fans off their seats by running to the 
grand stand and boxes for foul flies. 
And they are applauded for their 
effoxts.” 
| Foul Files Are Dangerous 

“That is true,” said Mitchell, “but 
why let a high salaried catcher or in- 
fielder take a chance of breaking an 
farm or spraining an ankle by rushing 
| pell-mell into the stand for a foul ty, 
You have seen many players injured 
by going after foul files that meant 
Hittle or nothing in a ball game. I 
have seen them crippled by chasing 
a foul fly after their clubs were runs 
jin front.” 
| “It is useless to argue that way," 
|O'Day retorted, “Good catchers and 

infielders will net crash into stands. 
The foul fly ig essential, If you change 
ithe rules you cause a lot of confusion 
|among the people who play ball. The 
| majors are not the only leagues in ex- 
istence. Think of the amateurs, semi- 
|pro, minors and the men who are 
|playing ball in Cuba and Honolulu. 
| They know the present rules and have 
|known them for years, and it is the 
|bellet of nearly everybody that base- 
ball under the present law is as per- 
| tect as it can be. ‘he more you fool 
| with the rules the worse the game 
| becomes,” 

| Always Room for Improvement 

} “That may be your opinion, but I 
| do not agree with you,” was Mitch- 
ell's comeback, “There is always room 
|for improvement in everything. I 
think baseball: would be helped im- 
mensely if the foul fly were elimina- 
ted. You don't know until it is tried. 
I contend that foul flies slow up @

A Year of Government 


Ownership. 


The deficit for the first year of 
government operation of the C. N. 
R. system is stated to be seven 
millions; besides an expenditure of 
22 millions on equipment. How 
much was spent on maintenance 
and extension of trackage is not 
stated, but is reported to be not 
less than 40 millions. As a prelim- 
inary to taking over the C.N.R, the 
government increased the rates on 
all Canadian railways. The in- 
crease is estimated to cost the 
panacin people not less than 40 

illions a year. The bill for our 
excursion into government owner- 
ship and operation of railways, so 
far as the 9,500 miles of the C.N.R. 
is concerned, runs into a little mat- 
ter of 122 millions for the year. 

When Sir Robert Borden an- 
nounced in parliament that the 
policy of paying up the deficits of 
railway companies had definitely 
ceased he was greeted with cheers. 
It was announced that no more 
money was to be handed out to 
railway exploiters. That ‘‘listened 
good.’’ But in the result the pay- 
ments on account of the ONR, 
company were uegligible compar- 
ed to the expenditures that have 
been made since the railway was 
taken over by the government.

There is another important fea- 
ture of the question of government 
ownership of railways besides the 
financial. The service force of a 
railway is necessarily very large. 
The service force of all the rail- 
ways of the country comprises a 
very considerable proportion _ of 
the voting strength of the country. 
If all the railways are under one 
head and especially@f that head is 
the government of the country the 
danger of political dictatorship 
becoming permanently established 
is very great. If the country has 
several railway systems each un- 
der private control there is neces- 
sarily some measure of division of 
interest between them which tends 
to prevent their united political 
action. The government that con- 
trolled the operation of all the rail. 
ways of Canada would have a 
dictatorship cinched as thorough- 
ly as the Union government has 
now in the War Times Elections 
Act.

It wae 
not , therefore, the men employed 
who benefited.

The gov- 
ernment ts fully seized of the ‘nter- 
national situation. It 1s also seized of 
the character of the emmigrants, That 
the government has power to stop 
them and refuse tnem entry into the 
Dominion ie admitted, but the effect 
of such refusal on Canada's relations 
with the Uuited States constitutes the 
rub. The Hutterites who are coming 
are American citizens, and the United 
States, it is felt, will not lightly view 
any descrimination against the peaple 
of its citizenship.

On the 24th the 
Highlanders relieved a Britis bat- 
talion . , 

On the night of April 21st, the 
Thirteenth took over from the Four- 
teenth the Sector at Ypres imme- 
diately adjoining the right flank of 
the French line held by Algerian 
™ troops, As the Germans showed lit- 

tle signa of activity, the morning of 
the 22nd (a bright, sunny day), was 
spent in repairing the trenches. Sud- 
denly at about 3 o'clock, a terrific 
German shell fire deluged the French | 
‘and Canadian lines. A greenish yel-| 
lew cloud floated along the ground | 
towards the former, followed by Ger- 
man infantry in dense masses, The| 
yellew cloud proved to be chloride} 
gas, hitherto barred from civilized 
warfare, and under this new and 
terrible scourge the Algerian line 
broke, leaving the Thirteenth fiank| 
exposed. The position was in any 
case difficult to hold as it was tra- 
versed by the Poelcapelle Road, and 
the Germans actually penetrated to 
their rear. Ammunition ran short, 
but fortunately reinforcements ar- 
rived by dawn, when a skilful retire- 
ment was effected towards the right 
under heavy fire, so as to form a de-| 
fensive flank between the village of 
St. Julien and the orignal front. A

TH August of 1918 then, the bats 
talion after several camoufia 
moves took over from an Imperial 
battalion in front of the German po 
sitions on the River Luce, They 
swept through the surprised Hund 
taking advantage of the low thick 
mist that enveloped the battleground. 
Hundreds of prisoners fell to the 
Montreal men and the battalion with 
other units of its brigade had passed 
their objectives long before the time 
set and were well on the way, 
through open country, towards Aube- 
court. They rode forward in tanks 
and impetuously got ahead of the 
cavalry. It was fighting that suited 
the temperament of the Highlanders 
and their vietory was complete. 
Twelve miles in depth had been 
gained. Other fresher battalions 
passed through them and the suc~ 
cessful First Division was hauled out 
as though going to rest. 

But there was to be no rest for the 
Division. Quietly and swiftly they 
were shifted back to their old posi- 
tions on the Arras sector and again 
they were the spearhead, The Thir- 
teenth were again in action in that 
September Ist attack that gained 
trenches almost in the famous Dro- 
court-Queant iine. They plunged 
forward with a spirft that was un- 
deniable and took their full share of 
the brigade fighting, On October Ist, 
the Thirteenth were the centre of the 
attack on Blecourt and the railway 
line which ran towards Valenciennes, 
Cuvillers and Bantigny were taken 
with their comrades of Sixteenth;| 
then came the terrific encounter at 
Abancourt where the Highlanders’ 
found the enemy massed ready for 
counter-attack. The Canadians gain~ 
ed the soatherly end of the town but 
finally were forced out. The oper~ 
ation was, however, extremely useful 
as it enabled the gains made by the 
first brigade to the right to be con- 
solidated. Late in the afternoon the 
Thirteenth repulsed a determined 
attack and followed up their success 
by driving the enemy from Aban- 
court, captoring many machine guns.
